Mrs. Proctor tho able editor and 


proprietor of tho Lobanom Patriot says, 
"It is almost marvelous how few men 
understand the term—1C to 1—as ap- 
plied to gold and silver coinage. Just 
ns a tost, last week I asked sixty men, 
all business and professional men, what 
the term—16 to 1—meant. In only one 
instance did I obtain a correct, intelli- 
gent answer. 
The term—10 to 1— 


simply 
expresses 
the comparative 


weight of pxire coin in a silver and a 
gold dollar respectively. 
By weight, 


there is 16 times as much pure silver in 
n silver dollar as there is pure gold in a 
gold dollar. To be exact, there are 23.22 
grains of pure gold in a gold dollar, and 
371.25 grains of pure silver in a silver 
dollar." 


The declaration of Whitney, that if 


silver is demonetized tho country will 
be plunged into a panic, is but a* second 
hand throat emanating from the gold 
barons of Lombard street and Wall 
street. 
The answer of W. H. Harvey, 


author of "Coins' Financial School" 
to Whitney's inconsistent homily, is 
worth perusing. 
Wo hero give it for 


tho benefit and instruction of our 
readers: 


"On tho election of a President and 


congress in November committed to 
free coinage ,the danger of a panic will 
pass in a day. We will cross tho dan- 
ger line the moment that fact is known. 
The next day silver will boign to ad- 
vance and gold to decline. Declining, 
gold will come out from hiding in a 
few days after tho oleutiou, hurry to 
seek an investment, and will go active- 
ly into circulation. It will seek to in- 
vest itself in things that are rising, for 
it will fall in value. 
This is a law as 


inexorable as any of tho certain laws 
of trade. Tho wheat in existence is 
sure to fall in valno when it is known 
that a largo new crop is [coming; |the 
effect is felt before the now crop is har- 
vested. 
So it will bo with gold when 


it is known __ that a now crop of money 
is coming. 


"It is enhanced gold that is hoarded. 


Depreciating, gold will go rapidly into 
circulation for favored' investments in 
tho rising markets. By tho time the 
free coinage act is passed tho two 
metals will have come together. Those 
who ^fear disaster from a bimetallic 
standard do not understand what bi- 
metallism is, or are selfishly interested 
in promoting n dear money. Bimetal- 
lism is tho right to use money made 
from either of two metals; when one is 
scarce the other is used. If gold is 
cornered tho people use silver, 
If the 


production of one is lessoned tho other 
is used. Bimetallism gives tho debtor 
tho option to use money made from 
either metal. If ouo [is easier to got 
than tho other, or is cheaper than tho 
others, ho uses it, and this shifts tho 
demand from tho doaror metal to tho 
cheaper inotal and restores tho commer- 
cial parity. 
Boof,pork and mutton arc 


in competition with each other to sup- 
ply tho demand for moats, and as long 
as this is tho case, neither can rise un- 
duly in value and threaten tho health 
of the nation. 


"Neither could gold rise unduly in 


value, as it has, and threaten tho cred- 
it of this nation, if silver were in com- 
potion with it as money. Tho supply of 
the two metals is limited. All tho gold 
in tho world available for use as money 
can bo put in tho first-floor offices of 
tho Journal and all tho silver in tho 
world available for use as money can 
''be stored in tho same building. The 
United States produces in a single yeai, 
from its factories and fields, enough to 
require all the silver in tho world to 
pay for it. Such a nation can maintain 
the commercial parity between tho two 
metals. It is the lack of knowledge of 
tho world's production of gold and sil- 
ver before and since 18715 
that accounts 


for the errors into which tho eastern 
people fall." 


"To tho statement that free coinage 


of silver will drive gold out of circula- 
tion the answer is, there is no gold 
now in circulation. Tho bankers have 
cornered it. 
Tho only hope of tho na- 


tion is to put silver in competiou with 
gold as money. *Tho answer to the 
statement that tho election of a free 
coinage President will cause n, run on 
the United States treasury, and thus 
bring on a panic, is, that if it is the 
voice of tho people that silver is to be 
restored by tho side of gold Mr. Cleve- 
land should bo expected to tender in 
0 
payment for representative money pre- 
sented at tho United States treasury 
silver and not gold. 
Our government 


money calls for 'coin' and not gold, 
and 'coin' means either gold or silver. 
If he pays out gold and aids in bring- 
ing on a panic he will be responsible 
for tho panic, and not tho people.. -Mr, 
Whitney's statement of predicted ruin 
is the threat of Wall street, and is in- 
tended to frighten business mou and to 
intimidate the people, .If it is true 
that the money power can do what is 
threatened, it is a sufficient reason for 
its overthrow and for treating it as tho 
enemy of the republic."
